There are several well-organized 
rings of moonshiners who have 
their headquarters in the hills near 
Rock Island and who laugh at the 
agents who attempt to invade their 
strongholds, officials say. Several 
times agents have been sent to 
make raide, but in each case they 
were forced to give up, since they 
were met by bands of armed men 
who greatly outnumbered them. 

If the rifles and bayonets are not 
sufficient to drive these gangs out 
Mr. Gregory said he would send 
for a machine gun.

STRIKE BARGAIN 

In the midst of it all, the com- 
pany and union officials agreed 
the strike had gone far enough and 
quickly struck a bargain. The in- 
formation was spéedily dissemi- 
nated throughout the city by the 
blowing of whistles, the screech- 
ing of fireboat sirens and a sys- 
tem of firewerks signals from the 
municipal pier. 

Meanwhile Chicago continued to- 


day toamble cheerfully about with- 
out surface or elevated cars, mak- 
ing its way in automobiles, trucks, 
suburban trains, coastwise boats, 
bicycles, roller skates and horse- 
drawn vehicles 

Perhaps the most serious aspect 
of the strike today was the warn- 
ing given by large department 
stores and other business establish- 
ments that they would be com- 
pelled to dismiss hundreds of em- 
ployees on Saturday. unless the 
strike was settled or assurances 
given that it would be settled in 
a day or so. The great stores 
havo been practically deserted for 
the last three days and merchants 
say the public has been buying 
nothing but bare necessities and 
buying these at their small com- 
munity stores in the suburbs. 

One of the despicable develop- 
ments of the strike is the appéar- 
ance, in increasing numbers, of 
hoodlums and “auto pirates,” who 
take advantage of girlie who are 
seeking to get to and from their 
work. These “pirates” usually 
work in bands of three, a driver 
and two men in the tonneau. If 
a girl accepts their invitation to be 
transported to her work or to her 
home, once inside the car it Is 
driven to some alley or the prairie 
and the girl is attacked. 

In one case, late last night. one 
of these hoodlums shot one of four 
girlies after they had refused to 
enter the car. Other cases were 
reported today by girls who had 
been attacked and thrown from 
the cars at some lonely spot. 

A thirst for adventure and an 
insatiable craving for excilement 
of the espectacular sort, involvins 
the risk of life and limb, accounts 
for the increasing number of ad- 
venturers arriving in the city.

OVER ‘TRIAL BY JURY’

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—The pro- 
posed application of “trial by jury” 
of questionable manuscripts, in 
order to check the public attitude 
on so-called immoral books, espe- 
clally by authors of the “younger 
school” caused a great stir to- 
day among authors and publish- 
ers.

One Thousand Men With 
Commissions to Go 


Congressional Act Lessens 
Regular Army 


— 


Impartial Board Now at 
Work on Slash | 


DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Twelve 
thousand commissioned officers in 
the United States Army are on the 
anxious seat. Not one of them 
knows what the board of genera! 
oMcers, convened to reduce the 
commissioned personnel of the 
Army, will do to him. The board. 
which began work yesterday, its 
composed of Maj.-Gen. Joseph T. 
Dickman, retired; Merritt W. Ire- 
land, Henry P. McCain. Andrew 
Brewster and Ernest Hinds. 

The nervousness among the 
12,000 officers is due to the fact 
that the board is to drop about 
1000 officers. There is no telling 
where it will strike. It must com- 
plete its work before January 1. 
The Army appropriation bill, which 


|became a law June 30, required 


this reduction in the commissioned 
personnel of the Army. John W. 
Weeks, Secretary of War. and the 
general staff, would not effect this 
reduction if they were free to do 
what they think is best for the 
Army, but the action of the Con- 
gress makes the action necessary. 


ORDER MEN RETIRED 

For some time the War Depart- 
ment has been retiring the older 
men of the commissioned personne! 
because of physical disabilities. 
Nearly every officer beyond the 
age of 50 has been called for ex 
amination in the last few monthe 
and the examining physicians have 
recommended a large number of 
retirements. But this process did 
not solve the problem presented by 
the action of the Congressand now 
the board of which Gen. Dickman 
is president, is looking for victims. 

The War Department has en- 
deavored to provide a board that 
will be impartial. The members of 
the board represent the various 
classes of officers whose records 
must be weighed by the board. Of- 
ficers who are now or recently 
have been identified with the pres- 
ent War Department administra- 
tion have in general been exciuded 
from membership as have also 
officers who have served on the 
annu@) classification boards. 


BOARD OF OFFICERS 

The members of the board in- 
clude officers who are and others 
who are not graduates of West 
Point. It also includes officers who 
have served in the three major 
branches of the Army. the in- 
— the artillery and the cav- 

ry. 
So the fairness of the board is 
not likely to be questioned, but it 
may reasonably be assumed that 
as the names of the unfortunate 
officers are made public much 
pressure will be brought on the 
board to have it reconsider cer- 
tain tases. The War Department 
asserts that political influence wil! 
not be permitted to enter into the 
decisiona.

OF HUNGRY HORDES 


SEFKS TO STAY INVASION 
OF STARVING RUSSIANS 
DURING HARVEST

BUCHAREST (Rumania...) July 
21.—Rumania considers that her 


frontiers are threatened with a 
Russian invasion, not necessarily of 
armed men, but rather by starving 
thousands who may be driven in 
August from the Volga basin by 
crop failures. She fears a repeti- 
tion of the movement of the trek- 
king multitudes which left the 
Volga last summer, driven out by 
hunger. . 

What steps should be taken if 
this happens? These people can- 
not be shot down with machine 
guns as they cross the boundary 
line, and it may not be possible 
otherwise to stem the flow to any 
appreciable degree, for the frontier 
is long and the Rumanian army is 
not large. 

Poland is equally interested with 
Rumania. She is subject to the 
same invasion. The recent visit 
here of President Pilsudsk!i of Po- 
land, was to consult as to a course 
of mutual action. In August the 
Rumanian and Polish crops wil! 
be ready for harvest, and neither 
country wants its food supplies to 
be depleted by the thousands of 
Russians who may make a last 
effort to save their lives. 

Rumania has today six army di-

Council Takes Steps to See 
City Sports Through 


Recognition end Regulation 
Are Asked by Anglers 


Authorities Favorable to a 
Regulatory Ordinance 


City anglers, anxious for their 
outings with the gamey and

A few leading local sportsmen, 
who had learned of the committee 
meeting, were in attendance expect- 
ing to hear from the opposition:, 
but upon City Health Commissioner 
Dr. L. M Powers stating that he 
had no ebjection to allowing the 
people to enjoy fishing, or even 
hunting, it sanitation could be 
properly eafeguarded by enforce- 
ment of reasonable regulatio the 
discussion simmered down mostly 
to ways and means of attaining this 
end. Arrangements were made by 
the Councilmen to procure. al!

Russian Soviet 
' Cures Man of 


Radical Ideals 


“What Bolshevism Means to 
Civilization” was the subject of a 
lecture given last night by Alex- 
ander Schwarte at the Pacific 
Palisades Chaytauque. 

Mr. Schwartz told of his experi- 
ences in the grip of Bolshevism. 
He was formerly a Congressman 
in the soviet government at Mos- 
cow, he said. and had been an 
active socialistic worker in Amer- 
ica. During the Second Interna- 
tionale he and his wife, formerly 
Miss Jesse Molle, a Socialist writer 
and lecturer, went to Russia. They 
were throw into prison by the 
Bolshevik government and after 
many weeks of suffering, Mrs. 
Schwartz died within the prison 
walls, said Schwartz. 

Mr. Schwartz escaped and re- 
turned to the United States, be- 


coming one of the bitterest 
enemies of the radical ideals which 
he had once supported.

For the satisfying of legal ends two 
cused persons have been held in jail for 
nearly twelve months by the State of Call- 
fornia. 

To clear up the mystery of Kennedy's 
death beyond any reasonable doubt thou 
sands of dollars have been spent both by 
the prosecution and the defense. 

Witnesses innumerable have undergone 
the ordeal of examination and cross-exam-

High-priced detectives have been em- 
ployed by the State to flashlight the dark 
places unlimited funds have been at their 
disposal. 

On both sides the best legal talent has 
been employed to thresh out all conflicting 
evidence and clear up all doubtful points.

Lord Haldane, as if not content 
with his accomplishments as «a 
scholar and statesman, has come 
out with a book in which he seeks 
to apply Binstein’s theory of rela- 
tivity to the entire field of knowl- 


edge. 

He int re as bring- 
ing home to us in the field of sel- 
ence certain striking examples of 
the way in which relativity enters, 
into and dissolves what is com- 
monly regarded as the solid frame 
and foundation of the world. 

This principle, he argues, is 
broader than the realms of phys 
fics and mathematics in which it is 
now being exploited. It offers, in 
his opinion, common ground for a 
multitude of writers and invest! 
gators approaching the study of 
the world from different angles. 

Lord Haldane, Balfour alone ex- 
cepted, is perhaps the most pro- 
found thinker in British public life 
today. His attempt at synthesis 
is not only important philosoph- 
ically, but may lead out through 
an infinite number of channels in- 
to the everyday life of the world. 


If there is nothing absolute and | 
final about physical “laws” and | 
manifestations; if all the truths of | 
philosophy are such in a purely | 
relative sense, then it follows that 
relativity

Government experiments show 
that the digestibility of most fais is 


astimilated. The fats moet difi- 
cult of digestion were found to be 
mutton suet, oleo stearin and two 
of the hydrogenated oils.
